This S-IVB is a ground-tes: stage 
which will undergo extensive vi- 
bration, bending, and  torsional 
testing at the MSFC dynamic test 
facility. Called a dynamic test ve-

RECORD FARM 
INCOME GAIN 


The Mississippi Experiment Sta- 
tion reports that Mississippi farm- 
ers outstripped all others ig the 
nalion in increasing their income 
in 1963. Mississippi farmers sold 
$783 million worth of farm pro- 
ducts in 1963. The 1963 net in- 
come was $3,400 per farm, a whop- 
ping 47 percent increase over 1962. 
Mississippis gain in income was 
due to larger marketings of farm 
products and a slight gain of one 
percent in prices paid for farm 
commodities. The state's big 1963 
cotton and soybean crops and larg- 
er markets of eggs and  broilers 
contributed most to farm income 
gains. Livestock marketings were 
high. The station reported that 
farm expenses increased by 13 per- 
cent due to larger purchases of 
fertilizers, farm machinery and 
equipment and other materials and 
supplies. Farm marketings this 
year will exceed the large sales of 
1963. Biggest gain will be in cot- 
ton, cotton seed, soybeans, cattle, 
eggs and broilers.

| SCALES TESTED 


IN MISSISSIPPI > 


JACKSON, MISS. - Public live- 
Stock scales ip Mississippi are test- 
ed twice each year as part of a 
federal-state program to assure ac- 
curate weighing facilities to buyers 
and sellers of livestock. 

bi Corley, Commissioner of 
Agriculture for Mississippi, said 
scales in the state are tested under 
standards acceptable to both the 
Mississippi Department of Agri 
cul ure and the Agricultural Mar- 
keting Service of the U. S. Depart- 
m:nt of Agriculture. 


Eighty livestock scales have been 
tested in Mississippi since July 1, 
1964, according to M. L. Marshall, 
area supervisor of the Agricul- 
tural Marketing Service's Packers 
Stockyards Division at Memphis. 


Marshall said early 54 per- 
cent, or 43 oť the scales, met the 
accuracy standards required by 
federal and state law  .Thirty- 
seven scales were found to be in 
excess of tne maximum allowable 
tolerance and were condemned un- 
til repaired. 

Thirty-four of the condemned 
scales have been replaced or repair- 
ed by their owners and the others 
are being repaired by reputable 
scale firms, according to Marshall. 
He poin.ed out that the repaired 
scales are retested to determine 
that they meet the tolerance re- 
quirements. 

Commissioner Corley said the 
testing of livestock scales in the 
s ate is under the supervision of 
Paul Gaither, deputy director of 
the Weights and Measures Divi- 
sion of the Mississippi Department 
of Agriculture. He said trained 
scale testing personnel from the 
state office, working in coopera- 
tion wiih the Memphis office of 
the Packers and Stockyards Divi- 
sion, conducted the tests. 

According to Gaither, a large 
capacity scale testing unit, owned 
by the state of Mississippi, was 
used to make the tests. 

Testing of public livestock scales 
to assure accuracy of weights is 
outlined under both the state and 
federal laws, the Mississippi 
Weights and Measures Law enact- 
ed in 1964 and the Packers and 
Stockyards Act, a federal law re- 
gulating in'erstate livestock mar- 
keting and requiring that livestock

keting be tested twice yearly. 

The Weights and Measures Law, 
passed by the 1964 Mississippi 
legislature, provides for the tests, 
according to Gaither. He said the 
new law has for its objective the 
safeguarding of the entire public 
in all matters involving quantity 
determination. It provides for 
maintenance of an honest balance 
between buyer and seller, so that 
the buyer gets what he pays for 
and the seller gets paid for the 
quantity he delivers. 

Gaither said requiremen's of the 
Mississippi Weights and Measures 
Law are such that a scale approv- 
ed by the state will meet the re- 
quirements of the Packers and 
Stockyards Act.

tardation can be prevented is un- 
der study in Mississippi today 
by a special task group activated 
by the inter-agency Mississippi 
Mental Retardation Planning Coun- 
, eil 

The group will study pre-natal 
care, post-natal care, the prema- 
ture birth problem, and the vari- 
ous maternal and child heaith ser- 
vices now in existence in the state. 


All these subjects have one thing 
in common, in that they are all 
areas in which known measures 
can be taken to prevent retarda- 
tion. 


Dr. Margaret Batson, Depart- 
ment of Pediatrics, University of 
Mississippi Medical Center, Jack- 
son, has been designated chairman 
of the special study group, one of 
six established by the Planning 
Council. 

The other groups are studying 
residential and community ser- 

i education and training, pub- 
lic information and the law, man- 
power needs, and biometrics and 
research, all as related to mental 
retardation needs. 

Travis McCharen, director of 
the Division of Vocational Rehabi- 
litation, State Department of Edu- 
cation, is chairman of the Planning 
Council, The council is an inter- 
agency group including members 
‘from all state agencies, volun‘eer 
associations and other organiza- 
tions with an interest in mental re- 
tardation. 

Emphasis is being put upon the 
study of prematurity, said Dr. 


2 a 


Batson, because authorities. agree 
that a premature baby is more 
likely to be mentally ER, 
‘and because both. the premature 
birth ra e and the infant mortality 
rate is high in: Mississippi. 


"Women who do not have pre- 
natal care," said Dr. Batson, "are 
approximately three times as 
likely to give birth to premature 
babies as are women who receive 
adequate pre-natal cáre. And very 
small premature babies are abou: 
ten times more likely to be men- 
tally retarded than are children of 
normal births. In the United States 
in 1960; the infant mortality rate 
avetagés 26 per 1,000 live births." 


She said her group also is in- 
terested in planning for direct 
clinical services to the mentally 
retarded and to their families. 
Complete di stic and evalua- 
.ion services not available to 
most Mississippi Yamilies at this 
time, said Dr. Batson. “This 
means,” -she said, “that many 
mentally retarded children are not 
diagnosed early, as a result, com- 
prehensive plans for care, training 
or management are delayed, and 
much available time in helping 
this child to reach his maximum 
potential is lost" The task group 
will.àlsb be concerned with the 
need for family counseling. 


The group's study will include 
a look at the multi-discipline ap- 
proach being used in other states 
in evaluation centers for the re- 
tarded. These centers utilize the 
services of a psychiatrist, psycho- 
logist, social worker, pediatrician, 
education specialist, speech thera- 
pist, audíóologist, nurse and, as 
needed, a neurologist, ear-nose- 
throat specialist, opthalmologist, 
orthopedist and oral surgeon. :
